persons less than 65 years of age 
actually in Its employe on No- 
vember 16, 1936, one of the Treas- 
ury Forms No. SS-4 referred to 
above.

Workers were advised today to 
keep permanent records after Jan- 
uary 1 showing the name of em- 
ployers for whom they work, how 
Ions they work for each employ- 
er and what pay they receive. 


In connection with regulations 
{or collection of taxes on employ- 
ers and employes under the sorlul 
security act, Guy T. Helvering, 
internal revenue collector, adviseU 
such record-keeping, although he 
said it is "not mandatory." 


Employers must keep records of 


remuneration paid employes, show- 
ing the worker's occupation, his 
pay and the number assigned to 
hfm under the security program. 


"Information returns" on tax- 


able wages paid each of their em- 
ployes are required of all employ- 
ers, beginning with a return for 
January 1 to June 30, 1937, due on 
July 31, and quarterly thereafter. 


Employers must report employes 


who become 65 years old, the re- 
tirement age. or die before 
atN 
taining that, age. 
This must be 


done within 15 days of the em- 
ploye's 00th birthday or of his 
death.

BELLINGHAM STATION 


CLAIMED DAMAGING 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. II.—(#)_ 
Rival claims as to whther the As- 
sociated Press can enjoin Radio 
Station 
KVOS 
of 
Bellingham, 
Wash., 
from 
broadcasting 
the 


press association's news until 18 
hours after publication were pre- 
sented today to the supreme court. 


William H. Pemberton, of Olym- 
pla, Wash., attorney for KVOS 
speaking first, said the radio sta- 
tion broadcast news in the morn- 
ing five hours after the Belling- 
ham paper was published and in 
the evening three hours after pub- 
lication. 


Answering Pemberton's conten- 


tion that the Associated Press was 
not damaged by the broadcasts, 
John W. Davis of New York, at- 
torney for the press association, 
asserted it had been "injured and 
damaged" because its news was 
distributed by radio before papers 
could get it to their readers. 


"This 
radio station," 
Pember- 


ton asserted, "is not a competitor 
of the Associated Press. If it is 
in 
competition, 
it 
is with 
the 


Bellingham Herald. The corpora- 
tion as an entity is not affected. 
The only ones affected are three 
of its members and that does not 
give the Associated Press a cause 
for action." 


Questioned by Justice Brandies, 


the attorney said "no fraud or mis- 
representation" was 
involved in 
the case. 


The news wag obtained by buy- 
ing a copy of a newspaper and 
small portions of it were broad- 
cast, he said, adding: 


"The Associated Press contends 
we have no right to use that news 
because its full commercial value 
had not been exhausted in that 
community." 


"We claim that no damage has 


been shown 
to 
the 
Associated 
Press," Pemberton said, adding it 
was "mere speculation" to say that 
broadcasting news increased the 
value of advertising to the radio 
station. 


"In fact," he added, "our broad- 
casting of news Increases the cir- 
culation of newspapers. 
If 
that 


were not true 120 of the largest 
papers would not have established 
their own radio stations." 


Davis said the radio station was 


charged with "unlawful piracy" of 
news from the Bellingham Herald, 
the Seattle Post-Intelligencer and 
the Seattle Times. He added that 
advertising rates of the 
station 


are higher while the news is be- 
ing broadcast than at other times. 


Explaining that the radio station 


had contended it obtained Its news 
from a rodio service in New York, 
Davis said 183 "literal reproduc- 
tions of articles" carried by th« 
Associated Press had been broad- 
cast. 


"Was the Associated Press given 


credit for the news?" asked Jus- 
tice Brandies. 


"No," Davis replied, "that was 


eliminated." 


Justice Brandies asked If th« 


Associated Press would object to 
distribution of its news to all the 
barber shops in a city. 


"I don't think It would be any 
less piracy because the audience 
was so limited," Davis said. 


"If that was don* within the 


period In which the news was still 
of value to the newspaper! I 
think it could be enjoined." 


"Do you object to broadcast- 
ing the language or the facts?" 
asked Brandies. 


"I object to piracy of our form- 


ulation of the facts," Davis as- 
serted, adding that the radio sta- 
tions were "competitive solicitors 
of advertising. 


In beginning proceedings before 


the federal 
district court 
for 


Western Washington, the Associ- 
ated press contended the radio sta- 
tion 
was 
"pirating" 
news dis- 


patches from the Seattle Post-In- 
telligcnctr. the Seattle Times and 
the Bellingham Herald, all mem- 
bers of the press association. 


The district court dismissed the 


complaint but was reversed by tie 
circuit court. 


In asking a supreme court re- 


view, the radio station said the 
circuit court had "erroneously and 
improvidontly usurped the 
func- 


tions of congress" in granting the 
injunction. 


The Associated Pr<*Es 
replied 
that "public Interest might be bet- 
ter served by competition in the 
independent 
gathering 
of 
news 


than by pilfering by one news 
gatherer from another.
